N my Travels, as I walked through many Regions

that famous Continent of Univerſe' ; a very large and 
ſpacious Country it is. It lieth between the two Poles, 
and jult amidſt the four Poinis.of the Heavens. It is 
a Place well watered, and richly adorned with Hills and 
Valleys, bravely ſituated ; and for the le ot (at leaſt 
where | was) very fruitful, alſo well propls and a ver | 
ſweet Air. 
The People are not all of one Complexion, not yet 
of one Language, Mode, or Way of Religion; but 
differ as much as ('tis ſaid) do the Planets themſelves 9 
Some are right and ſome are wrong. even a5 it | 
eth to be.in leſſer Regions. :

Now there is in” this gallant Country of Uniwerſe,

ral Documents. Alſo relative Severities he ſought to 
extinguiſh. To be ſhort, there was nothing of the Re- 
mains of Good in Man/oul, which he and VIII. beg 
ſought not to deſtroy ; for their Deſign was to turn Haa- 
ſeu! into a Brute, and to make it like to the ſenſual Sow, 
by the Hand of Mr. No-T ruth. | 
When he had deſtroyed what Law and good Orders 
he could, then further to effect his Deſign, namely, to 
alienate Manſoul from Shaddai her King, he commands, | 
and they ſet up his own vain Edits, Statutes, and | 
Commandments, in all Places of Refort, or Concourſe 
in Man/oul, 1 John ii. to wit, ſuch as gave Liberty to 
the Laſie of the Flejb, the Lufts of the Eyes, and the Pride 
of Life, which are not of Shaddai, but of the World. He 
encouraged, countenanced, and promoted Laſciviouſ- 
neſs, and all Ungodlineſs there, Vea, much more did

/oul : He promiſed them Peace, Content, Joy and Bliſs 
in doing his Commands, and that they ſhould never be | 
called to an account for their not doing the contrary... 
And let this ſerve to give a Taſte to them that love 
hear of what is done beyond their Knowledge, afarzÞ 
in other Countries. | 
Now Manſoul being wholly at his Beck, and brought 
wholly to his Bow, nothing was heard or ſeen therein 
but that which tended to ſet up him. 
But now, he having diſabled the 
Lord Mayor and Mr. Recorder from LAY 1 
bearing of Office in Manſoul, and a

moſt ancient of Corporations of the World; and fearing 
if he did not maintain Greatneſs, they at any time

ings. A Man that had neither Eyes nor 
Ears; all that he did, whether as a Man, or an Officer, 
he did it naturally as doth the Beaſt. And that which 
made him yet the more ignoble, tho' not to Man/cul, 
yet to them that bcheld, and were grieved for its Ruins, 
was, that he could never favour Good, but Evil. 
The Recorder was one whoſe Name 
The new was Forget-good, And a very ſorry Fel- 
Ta he low he was. He could remember nothing 
but Miſchief, and to do it with Delight. He was natu- 
rally prone to do Things that are hurtful ; even huriſul 
to the Town of Mauſoul, and to all the Dwellers there. 
Theſe two therefore, by their Power and Practice, Ex- 
amples and Smiles upon Evil, did much more Miſchief, 
and ſetile the common People in hurtful 
Ways. For who doth not perceive but 
when thoſe that ſit aloft, are vile and corrupt themſelves, 
they corrupt the whole Region and Country where they 
are.

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ſome ſay, by Mother's Side too; what does he, but 
takes them, and puts them in Chains, and carries 
them to the ſelf ſame place where my Lord banged 
his two before, there he hanged them, 

The Townſmen alſo took great Encouragement at 
this Act of Mr, Mind, and did what they could to 
have taken ſome more ef theſe Diabolanianu Troublers 
of Maſoul; but at that Tine the reſt lay ſo cloſe, 
that they could not be apprehended ; fo they ſet 
againſt them a diligent Wa:ch, znd went every Man 
to his Place. 

I told you a little before, that Diabolus and his 
Army were ſomewhat ab:ſh'd and diſcouraged at the 
Sight of what iy Lord Villlbeavill did, when he hang- 
ed up thoſe two young Diatolonians; but his Diſcou- 
ragement quickly tuned itlelf into fur;ous Madneſs 
and Rage againit the Town of Manſoul, and fight it 
he would. Allo the 'lownimen and Captains with- 
in, they had t1-ir Hopes and their Expectation heigh- 
tened, believing at latt the Day would be theirs, ſo 
they feared them the leſs, Their Subordinate Preach- 
er too, made a Sermon about it, and he took that 
Theme for his Text, Cad, a Troop ſhall overcome him, 
but he ſhall over-come at the laſt. Wherce he ſhewed, 
thai though 1ay/eul ſhould be ſorely put to it at the. 
firſt, yer the Victory ſhould moſt certainly be Man- 
ſaul's at the laſt, Gen Ixix. 19. 

So Diabilus commanded that his Drummer ſhould 
beat a Charge againſt the Town, and the Captains 
alſo that were in the Town ſounded a Charge ageinſt 
them, but they had no Drum, they were Trumpets 
of Silver win which they founded againſt them.

In the 
Town ſome were hurt, and {ome were greatly wound- 
eJ. Now the worſt on't was, a Chirurgeon was 
ſcarce in Man/ou/, for that Emnucl at preſent was ab- 
ſent, Rev. xxii. 2. P/al. xxxviii. 5. Howbeit, with the 
leaves of a Treo the wounded were kept from dying; 
yit their Wounds did greatly putriſy, and ſome did 
grievoully ſtink.

condoling their miſerable State, and this miſerable 
Judgment coming upon them, they agreed togetbet 
to draw vp yet another Petition, and u 
ſend it zwiy to Emanuel! for Reliet, 
But Mr. Godlyfezr ſtood up, and ar 
{wered, That he knew that his Lord thi 
Prince newer did, mir ever qvorld recent 
a Pesil ion for theſe Matters from the Han 
of any whoever, unleſs the Lord Secretary's Hand wi 
to it, (and this, quoth he, is the Reaſon you an. 
wailed not all this while.) Then they ſaid they would 
draw up one, and get the Lord Secretary's Hand 
unto it. But Mr. Godl:fear anſwered again, That

So after the brave Captain Credenes had delivered 
his Notes to thoſe to whom they belonged, he retiret 
himſelf to my Lord Secretary's Lodgings, and then 
ſpends his time in converſing with him; for they tw 
were very great one with another, and did inde! 
know more how things would go with Mar/* u/, that 
did all the Townſmen beſides. The Lord Sectetar 
alſo loved Captain Credence dearly, yea, many a good 
bit was ſent him from my Lord's Table; alſo he might 
have « ſhew of countenance when the reſt of Main 
lay under the Clouds; fo after ſome time for convert 
was ſpent, the Captain betook himſelf to his Chan- 
bers to reſt. But it was not long after but my Lord 
did ſend for the Captain again; ſo the Captain came 
to him, and they greeted one another with uſual $a 
lutations. Then ſaid the Captain to the Lord Secre- 
tary, What hath my Lord to ſay to his Servant? 80 
the Lord Secretary took him, and had him aſide, 
and aſter a ſign or two of more Favour, he ſaid I Sau 
made thee the Lord Lieutenant over all the Forces it 
Manſoul; /o that from this day forward all Men in 
Manſoul / be at thy Word, and thou ſhalt be he that 
ſhall lead in, and that ſhall lead out Manſoul. Thou 
Salt therefore manage according to thy place, the War fit 
thy Prince, and fer the Town of Manſoul, againft tht 
Force and Power of Diabolus, and at thy command /hall 
the reſt of the Captains be, 


Now the Townſmen began to perceive what inte- 
reſt the Captain had, both with the Court and alſo 
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with the Lord Secretary in Man/ou/ ; for no Man be- 
fore coald ſpeed when ſent, nor hring ſuch good 
News from Emanuel as he. Wherefore what do they, 
after ſome Lamentation that they made no more uſe 
of him in their Diſtreſles, but ſend by their Subordinate 
Preacher to the Lord Secretary, to deſire him that all 
that ever they were and had, might be put under the 
Government, Care, Cuſtody, and Conduct of Captain 
Credence. 

So theis Preacher went and did his Errand, and re- 
ceived this Anſwer from the Mouth of his Lord, that 
Captain Credence ſhould be the great doer in all the 
King's Army againſt the King's Enemies, and alſo 
for the welfare of Manſeul.

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Now when we have withdrawn ourſelves into the 
Plain, they of their own accord will be glad of ſome 
little eaſe, and it may be of their own accord they a- 
gain may begin to be remiſs, and even their ſo being 
will give them a bigger blow than we can poſſibly 
give chem ourſelves. But if that ſhoald fail, our go- 
ing forth of the Town may draw the Captains out 
after us, and you know what it coſt them when we 
fought them in the Field before. B. ſides, can we but 
draw them out into the Fields, we may lay an Ambuſh 
behind the Town, which ſhall, when they are come 
forth abroad, ruſh in and take poſtc{lion of the Caſtle. 
But Bee/zebub, ſtood up and replied, ſaying, Tis im- 
poſſible to draw them all off from the Cale; ſome 
you may be ſure will lie there to keep that ; where- 
fore it will be but in vain thus to attempt, unleſs we 
were ſure that they will all come out. He thereſaie 
conc.uded, that what was dene muſt be done by 
ſome other means. And the moſt likely means that the 
greateſt of their heads could invent, was that which 
Apallyon had adviſed to before, to wit, io get the 
Townſmen again to Sin. For, ſaid he, it is not our 
being in the Town, nor in the Field, nor our Fighting, 
nor our killing of their Men, that can make us the 
Maſters of M:»/:u/ ; for ſo long as one in the Town 
is able to lift up his Finger againſt us, Emanuel will 
take their parts, and if he ſhall take their parts, we 
know what time a day it will be wich us. Wherefore 


for my part, quoth he, there is in my Judgment no | 


way to bring them into bondage to us, like inventing 
a way to make them Sin, 2 Pet. ii. 18, 19, 20, 21. 
Had we, ſaid he, left all our Doulters at home, we 
had done as well as we have done now, unleis we 
could have made them the Mafters and Governours of 
the Caſtle ; for Doubters at a diſtance are but like Ob- 
jections repelled with arguments. Indeed, can we but 


get them into the Hold, and make them Poſſeſſors of 
that, the day will be our own. Let us therefore with- 
draw ourſelves into the Plain (not expecting that the 
Captains in Mz»/ou! ſhould follow us) but yet 1 oy 
et 
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jet us do this, and before we ſo do, let us adviſe again 
with our truſty Diabolonie nt that gte yet in the Holds 
of Manſcul, and ſet them to work to betrey the Town 
to us; for they indeed mult do it, or it will be leſt,un- 
done for ever. By theſe ſayings of Beelxebub, (or. 1 
think *twas he that gave this Counſel) the whole Con- 
clave was forced to be of his Opinion, to wit, that the 
way to get the Caſtle was, to get the Town to Sin. 
Then they fell to inventing by what means they might 
do this thing.

Laodicea, and how many preſent do we hold in thi 
Snare? Now when they begin to grow full, they wil 
forget their Miſery, and if we ſhall not afright then, 
mgy haf pen to fall aſleep, and ſo be got to neglect thi 
Town-Watch, their Cafile-Watch, as well as their Maid 
at the Gates, | 

Yea, may we not by this mean; fo cumber Manſoul 
with abundance, that they ſhall be forced to make o 
their Caſile a Warehouſe, inſtead of a Garriſon fortifeel 
againſti us, and a receptacle of Men of War ? Thus i 
wwe get our Goods and Commodities thither, I reckn 
that the Caſile is more than half ours. Beſides, ceuli 
ave fo order it, that they ſhould be filled with ſuch kind if 
Wares, that then, if abe made a ſudden Aſſault upm 
them, it would be hoard for the Captains to take a ſbel. 
ter there. Do you know that of the Parable, Luke viii. 
14. The deceitfulneſs of Riches choak the Word; 
and again, When the heart is over-charged with ſut- 
feiting and Drunkenneſs, and the Cares of this Life, 
all Miſchief comes upon them unawares, Chap. xxi. 44, 
35» 36. | 

Furthermore, my Lords, quoth he, you very well 
Know that it is not eaſy for a People to be filled wwith 


our things, and not to bave ſome of our Diabolonians 


as retainers to their Houſes and Serwice:, Where 1s a 
Manſoulian Vat is full of this World that has not for 
bis Servants and Waiting-Men, Mr. Prefuſe, or Mr. 


Prodigality, or ſome other ef our Diabolonian Gang, | 


as My, Voluptuouſueſs, Mr Pragmatical, Mr. Oſten- 
tation, ar the like? Now theſe can take the Caſtle of 
Manſoul, or tow it up, or make it unfit for a Garri- 
Jon for Emanuel, and any of theſe awill do. Yea, theſe 
for cught I know, may do it for us ſooner than an Army 
of twenty thouſand Men. Wherefore to end as be- 
gan, my advice is, that ave quietly withdraw our/elwes 
not offering any further force, or forcible attempt upon 
the Caſile, at leaft at this time, and let us ſet on foot 
our new project, and lit's fee if that will not make 
them defiroy themſ. hues. | 
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This advice was highly applauded by them all, and 


was accounted the very Maſter-piece of Hell, to wit, 


to choak Manſoul with a fulneis of this World, and 
to ſurfeit her heart with the good things thereof. 


But ſee how things meet together. Juſt as this Dia- 


bolonian Counſel was broken up, Captain Credence re- 
ceived a Letter from Emanuel, the Contents of which 
was this, That upon the third day he would meet him 
in the Field in the Plains about Manſoul. Meet me in 
the Field, quoth the Captain? What meaneth my 
Lord by this ? I know not what he meaneth by meet- 
ing of me in the Field. So he took the Note in his 
Hand, and did carry it to my Lord Secretary to aſk 
his Thoughts thereupon, (for my Lord was a Seer in. 
all matters concerning the King, and alſo for the. 
good and comfort of the Town of Manſeu/.) So he 
ſhewed my Lord the Note, and deſired his Opinion. 
thereof: For my part, quoth Captain Credence, I 
know not the meaning thereof. So my Lord did take 
and read it, and aſter a little Pauſe he ſaid, The Dia- 
bolonians have had againſt Manſoul à great conſultation 
to day; thay have, 1 ſay, this day been contriving the ut- 
ter ruin of the Town ; and the reſult of their Counſel it, 
to ſet Manſoul into fuch a way, which if taken, will 


| Jurely make her deſtroy herſelf. And to this end they 


are making ready for their «wn d.parture out of the 


Town, intending to betake themſelues ta Field again, and 


there to lie till they ſhall fee whether this their Preject. 
will take or no. But be thou ready with the Men of thy 
Lord ( for on the third day they evill be in the Plain Y 
there to fall upon the Diabolonians ; for the Prince awils” 
by that time be in the Hell; yea, by that it is break of 
day, Sun-riſing, or before, and that with a mighty force 
apainſt them. So be jhall be before them, and thou fvalt 
be tehind them, and bitwixt yu beth, their Army fall 
be deftroyed. 

When Captain Credence heard this, away goes he 
to the reſt cf the Captains, and tells them what @ 
Note he had a while fince received from the Hand 


of Emanuel, And, ſaid be, that which was ha 
nee 
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therein has my Lord Secretary expounded unto me 
He told them moreover, what by himſelf and 
them muſt be done to anſwer the mind of their Lord 
Ihen were the Captains glad, and Captain Create 
commanded, that all the King's Trumpeters ſhoult 
aſcend on therBaitlements of the Caſtle, and there in 
the Audience of Diabolus, and of the whole Tow 
of Manfoul, make the beſt Muſick that Heart coult 
invent. The Trumpeters then did as they were com- 
manded. They got themſelves up to the top of the 
Caſtie, and thus they began to ſound ; then did Di 
abolus ſtart, and ſaid, What can be the meaning of 
this, they neither ſound Boat and Saddle, nor Horſs 
and away, nor a Charge. What do theſe Mad-men 
mean, that yet they ſhould be ſo merry and glad? 
Then anſwered him one of themſelves, and ſaid, This 
is for Joy that their Prince Emanuwl is coming to re. 
heve the Town of Manſoul; that to this end he is at 
the Head of an Army, and that this Relief is near. 
The Men of Manßbul alſo were greatly concerned 

at this melodious charm of the Trumpets ; they ſ:id, 
yea, they anſwered one another, fayinz, 'I'his can be 
no harm to us; ſurely this can be no harm to us. 
1 Then ſaid the Diabolinians, what had 
draws from the WE. beſt to do? And it was anſwered, 
Town, and + It was beſt (o quit the Town; and that, 
why. | ſaid one, Ye may do in ; urtuance of 
your laſt Counſel, and by lo doing a'{o 

he better able to give the Enemy Battle. ſhould 
an Army from without come upon us. So con the 
{ſecond day they withdrew them:elves from Manſc ul, 
and abode in the Plains withou', but they incamped 
themſ-lves befcre Eye gate, in what teirene and ter- 
The reaſon why they could 


not abide in the Town {beſides the reaſons that were 
debated in their late Conclave) was for that they were 
not poſſeſſed of the ſtrong Hold, and becauſe, {aid 
they, we ſhall have more convenience to fight, and 
alſo to fly, if need be, when we are incamped in the 
opa Plain. Beſides, the Town would have been a 
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Pit for them, rather than a Place of defence, had the 
Prince come up and encloſed them fait therein. There- 
fore they betook themſelves to the Field, that they 
might alſo be out of the reach of che Slings, by which 


they were much annoyed all the while that they were 


in he Town. 

Well the Time that the Captains were 
to fall upon the Diabolonians being The Time 
come, they eagerly prepared themſelves Cs for the 
for action, for Captain Credence had told Fo ee 
the Captains over night, that they 
ſhould meet their Prince in the Field To-morrow, was 
like Oil to a flaming Fire; for of a long Time they 
had been at a Diſtance ; they therefore were for this 
the more earneſt and defirous of the Work. So as J 
ſaid, the Hour being come, Captain Credence, with 
the reſt of the Men of War, drew out 
their Forces before it was day by the They draw 
Sally-port of the Town. And being et, into the 
all ready, Captain Credence went up to 808 
the Head of the Army, and gave to the reſt of the 
Captains the Vord, and fo they to the Under. officers 


and Soldiers, the Word was, The Sword of the Prince | 


Emanuel, and the Shield of Captain Credei.ce ; which 
is in the Manſoulian Tongue, The Weird of C and 


Faith. Then the Captains fell on and began roundly 


to front, and flank, and rear Diabelus's Camp. 

Now they left Captain Exper :z-nce in the Town, be- 
cauſe he was ill of his Wounds, which the Diabesls- 
nians had given him in the'lait Fight. But when 
he perceired that the Captains were at it, what does 
be, but calling for his Crutches with batte, gets up, 
and away he goes to the Battle, fayivg, Shall I he 
here when my Brethren are in the Fight, and when 
Emanuel the Prince will ſhew bimſelf in the Field 
to his Servants ? But when the Enemy ſaw the Man 
come with his, Crutches, they were daunted yet the 
more, for thought they, what Spirit has paſſeſſed 


| theſe Man/calians, that they fight me upon their 


Crutches. Well, the Captains, as I ſaid, fel: on, and 
did 
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did bravely handle their Weapons, ſtill erying out, 
and ſhouting as they laid on Blows, The Sword 4 
the Prince Emanuel, and the Shield of Captain Cre. 
dence. | 

Now, when Diabolus ſaw that the Captains were 
come out, and that ſo valiantly they ſurrounded hi 

Men, he concluded {that for the preſent 
nr” nothing trom them was to be locked 2 

but blows, with the Dints of their two- 
edged Swords. 

Wherefore he alſo falls on upon the Prince's Army, 
with all his deadly Force. So th» Battle was joined, 
Now who was it that at firſt Diabelus met with in 
the Fight, but Captain Crederce on the one Hand, and 
the Lord Willbeauill on the other; now Y7i/lberwill' 
Blows were like the Blows of a Giant, for that Man 
had a ſtrong Arm, and he fell in upon the Electien- 
Daoubters, for they were the Life- guard of Diabolus, 
and he kept them in play a good while, cutting and 
battering ſhrewdly. Now when Captain Credence 
ſaw my Lord engaged, he did ſtoutly fall on, on 
the other Hand upon the ſame Company allo, ſo 
they put them to great diſorder, Now Captain 
Good-hope had engaged the Yocation-Doubters, and 
they were ſturdy Men ; but the Captain was a Va- 
liant Man: Captain Experience did alſo ſend him 
ſome Aid; ſo he made the Vocation Doubters to re- 
treat. 'The reſt of the Armies were hotly engaged, 
and that on every Side, and the Diabolanians did 
fight ſtoutly. Then did my Lord Secretary command 
that the Slings from the Caſtle ſhould be play'd, and 
his Men could throw Stones at an Hair's Breadth. 
But after a while thoſe that were made to fly before 
the Captains of the Prince, did begin to rally again, 
oy. Wa and they came up ſtoutly upon the Rear of 
* ay © the Prince's Army; wherefore the Prince's 

Army began to faint ; but remembering 
that they ſhould ſee the Face of their Prince by and 
by, they took courage, and a very fierce Battle was 
fought. Then ſhouted the Captains, ſaying, The 
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Sꝛvord of the Prince Emanuel, and the Shield of Cap- 
tain Credence ; and with that Diabolus gave back, 
thinking that more did had been come. 
But no Emanuel as yet appeared. More- They both re- 
over the Battle did hang in doubt; and 8 f

they made a little retrest on both Sides. teſpite Captain 
Now in the Time of Reſpite, Captain Credence 
Credence bravely encouraged his Men to makes a 
ſtand to it, and Diab:lus did the like, 3 to his 
as well as he could. But Captain Cre- adiers. 
dence made a brave Speech to his Soldiers, the Con- 
ten:s whereof here follow. 

Gentlemen Soldiers, and my Brethren in this defign, it 
rejoiceth me much to ſee in the Field, for our Prince this 
Day, fo flout and fo valiant an Army, and ſuch faithful 
Lavera of Manſoul. You have hitherto, as hath become 
you, ſhewn yourſelves Men of Truth and Courage a- 
gainſt the Diabolonian Forces, fo that for all their boaſt, 
they have nt yet cauſe much to boaſt of their gettings, 
Now take to yourſelves your wanted Courage, and ſhew 
yourſelves Men, even this once only ; for in a few Mi- 
nutes after the next Engagement this time, you Hall ſee 
your Prince ſhew himſelf in the Field; for we muſl make 
this ſecond Aſſault upon this Tyrant Diabolus, and then 
Emanuel comes. 

No ſooner had the Captain made this Speech to his 
Soldiers, but one Mr, Speeay came poſt to the Captain 
from the Prince, to tell him that Eqanuel was at hand. 
This News, when the Captain had received, he com- 
municated to the other Field. Officers, and they again 
to their Soldiers and Men of War. Wherefore, like 
Men raiſed from the Dead, ſo the Captains and their 
Men aroſe, made up to the Enemy, and cried as be- 
fore, The Sxword of the Prince Emanuel, and the Shield 
of Captain Credence. 

The Diabolonians alſo beſtirred themſelves, and 
made reſiſtance as well they could, but in this laſt 
Engagement the Diabolonians lob their Courage, and 
many of the Doubrers fell down dead te the Ground. 
Now when they had been in heat of Battle about 

an 
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an Hour or more, Captain Credence lift up his Eyes 
and ſaw, and behold Emanue/ came, and he came 
with Colours flying, Trumpets ſounding, and thi 
Feet of his Men ſcarce touched the Ground, they haf. 
ed with that Celerity towards the Captains that wen 
engaged. Then did Captain Credence wheel his Men 
to the Townward, and gave to Diabolus the Field, 
So Emanuel came upon him on the one Side, and the 
Enemies place was bets 1xt them both; then again they 
ſell to it afreſh, and now it was but a little While 
more but Emanue/ and Captain Credence met, {till 
trampling down the Slain as they came. 

But when the Captains ſaw that the Prince wa 
come, and that he fell upon the Diabolonians on the 
other Side, and that Captain Credence and his High. 
neſs had got them up betwixt them, they ſhouted, 
(they ſo ſhouted, that the Ground rent again) ſay- 
ing, The Sword of Emanuel, and the Shield of Cap 
tain Crelence, Now when Diabolus ſaw that he und 
his Forces were ſo hard beſet by the Prince and his 
Princely Army, what does he and the Lords of the 
Pit that were with him, but make their eſcape, and 
forſake their Army, and leave them to tall by the 
Hand of Emanuel, and of his noble Captain Credence: 
So they fell all down ſlain before them, before his 
Prince, and before his Rozal Army ; there was not 
left ſo much as one Doubter alive; they lay ſpread 
upon the Ground like dead Men, as one would ſpread 
Dung upon the Land. 

When the Battle was over, all things came in cr— 
der in the Camp; then the Captains and Elders of 
Manuſoul came together to falute Emanuel, while 
without the Corporation ; ſo they ſaluted him, and 
welcom'd him, and that with a thouſand Welcomes, 
for that he was come to the Borders of Manu! egain: 
So he ſmiled upon them, and ſaid, Peace be unto you. 
Then they addreiſed themſclves to go to the Town; 
they went then to go up to Manſoul, they, the Prince, 
with all the new Forces that now he had brought 
with him to the War, Alſo ail the Gates of the Town 
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ere ſet open for bis Reception, ſo glad were they 
of his bleſſed Return. And this was the manner and 
order of his going into Manſoul. 

Firſt, {as I ſaid) all the Gates of the Town were 
ſet upon, yca, the Gates of the Caſtle; the Elders 
oo of the Town of Manſoul placed themdelves at 
the Gates of the Town, to ſalute him at his entrance 
thitker: And ſo they did, for as he drew near, and 
zpproached towards the Gates, they ſaid, Lift your 
Heads, O ye Gutes, and be ye lift up ye ever laſiing Doors 
and the King of Glory ſhall come in. And they an- 
ſwered again, Who is the King of Glory? And they 
made return to themſelves, The Lord flrong and mighty, 
the Lord is mighty in Battle. Lift up your Heads, O ye 
Gates, even lift them up ye everlaſting D ors, &c. 
Secondly, It was ordered alſo by thole of Manſcu!, 
that all the Way from the Town-gates to thoſe of 
the Caltle, his bleſſed Majeſly ſhould be entertain- 
ed with the Seng, by them that had beſt Skill in 
Muſick in all the Town of Mason; then did the 
Elders, and the ret of the Men of Maur/out anſwer 


came at the Calile-gates, with Songs and Sound of 
T:umpets, ſay ing, They Hawe ſeen thy goings, O God, 
even the goings of my God, my King in the Sanctuary. 
So the Singers went before, the Players on Infiruments 
followwid after, and among thim were the Damfels playing 
on T imbrecl;. 

Thirdly, Then the Captains (for I would ſpeak 
a word of them) they in their order waited on the 
Prince as he entered into the Gates of Manſfoul, Cap- 
tain Credence went before, and Captain Good-hope with 
bim ; Captain Charity came behind, with other of his 
Companions, and Captain Patience followed after all, 
and the reſt of the Captains, ſome on the right hand, 
and ſome on the left, accompanied Emanuel into 
Manſeul. And all the while the Colou.s were diſ- 
played, the Trumpets ſounded, and continual ſhout- 
ings were among the Soldiers. The Prince *

one another as Emanuel entered the Town, till be 


wept aloud, and aſked forgiveneſs of the Prince, and

en Gold, and in his Chariot, the Pillars of it were 
Silver, the Bottom thereof of Gold, the covering of i 
were of Purple, the midſt thereof being paved with lun 
For the Daughters of the Town of Manſoul. 

Fourthly, when the Prince was come to the en. 
trance of Manſoul, he found all the Streets ſtrewel 
with Lillies and Flowers, curiouſly deck'd wit 
Boughs and Branches from the green Trees, tha 
ſtood round about the Town. 
filled with Perſons who had adorned every one their 
fore part againſt their Houſe with ſomething of v 
riety and ſingular Excellency to entertain bim withi 
as he. paſſed in the Streets ; they alſo themſelves, a 
Emanuel paſſed by, did welcome him with ſhouts and 
acclamations of Joy, ſaying, Bleed be the Prince that 
cometh in the Name of his Father Shaddai. 

Fifthly, at the Caſtle Gates the Elders of Manſoul, 
to wit, my Lord Mayor, the Lord Willbewil!, the 
Subordinate Preacher, Mr. Kn:wwlidge, and Mr. Mind, 
with other of the Gentry of the Place, ſaluted Ema- 
nuel again; they bowed before him, they kiſſed the 
duſt of his Feet, they thanked, they bleſſed and prai- 
ſed his Highneſs for not taking advantage againſt 
them for their Sins, but rather had pity upon them in 
their Miſery, and returned to them with Mercies, and 
to build up their Manſoul for ever. Thus was he had 
up ſtraightway to the Caltle ; for that was the Royal 
Palace, and the Place where his Honour was to dwell; 
the which was ready prepared for his Highneſs by the 
Preſence of the Lord Secretary, and the Work of 
Captain Credence. So he entered in. 

Sixthly, Then the People and Commonalty of the 
Town of Man/ou!*came to him into the Caſtle to 
mourn and to weep, and to lament for their Wick- 
edneſs, by which they had forced him out of the 
Town. So they, when they were come, bowed them- 
ſelves to the Ground ſeven Times, they alſo wept, they

He alſo took theſe 
Inhabitants, and kiſſed them, and laid them in his Bo-

Moreover, he gave to the Elders of Manſaul, and 
to each Town Officer a Chain of Gold and a Signet. 
He alſo ſent to their Wives Ear-rings and Jewels, and 
Bracelets, and other "Things. He alſo beſtowed up- 9 
on the True-born Children of Manſeul, many precious | 


Things. * 
When Emanuel the Prince had done all theſe Things 1 
for the famous Town of Manſoul, then he ſaid unto 


them, firſt, Naß your Garments, then put on your 9 
Ornaments, and then come to me into the Caſile of Man- 1 
ſoul, Eccl. ix. 8. So they went to the Fountain that 1 


was ſet open for Judah and Jeru/alem to waſh in; 
and there they waſhed, and there they made their 
Garments white, and came again to the Prince into the 
Caſtle, and thus they ſtood before him, Zach. xiii, 1. 
Rev. vii. 14, 15. | 

And now there was Muſick add Dancing through- 
out the whole Town of Mar/au/; and that. becauſe 
their Prince had again granted to them his preſence, 
and light of his Countenance ; the Bells alſo did ring, 
and the Sun ſhone comfortably upon them for a great 
while together. | 

The Town of Mauſoul did alſo now more through- 
ly ſeek the deſtruction and ruin of ail remaining Dia- 
bolonians that abode in the Walls, and the Dens (that 
they had in the Town of Manſoul) for there was of 
them that had to this Day eſcaped with Life and 
Limb from the Hand of their Suppreſſors in the famous

Dead that %% by the Sword of Emanuel, 
and by the Shield of Captain Credence, leſt the Fumes 
and ill Savours that would ariſe from them, might in- 
fect the Air, and fo annoy the famous Town of Man 
ſoul. This alſo was a reaſon of this Order, io wit, 
that as much as in Manſoul lay, they might cut off the 
name and being, and remembrance of thoſe Enemies 


and its Inhabitants. 


So order was given out by the Lord Mayor, that 
wiſe and truſty Friend of the Town of Man/ou!, that 
Perſons ſhould be eniployed about this neceſſaty Bu- 
lineſs ; and Mr. G:dyfear, and one Mr. Upright were 
to be. Overſeers about this matter; ſo Perſons were 
put under them to work in the Fields, and to bury 
the Slain that lay dead in the Plains. And theſe 
were their Places of Imploy ment, ſome were to make 
the Graves, ſome were to bury the Dead, and ſome 
were to go to and fro in the Plains, and alſo round 
about the borders of Manſeul, to ice if a Skull or a 
Bone, or a piece of a Bone of a Diubter was yet to 
be found above ground any where near the Corpora- 
tion; and if any were found, it was ordered that the 
Searchers that ſearched ſhould ſet up a Mark thereby 
and a Sign, that thoſe that were appointed to bury 
them might find it, and bury it out of fight, that 
the name and remembrance of a D:abo/.nian Doubter 
might be blotted out from under Heaven, And that 


the Children and they that were to be born in Man-

[the Buriers, and thoſe that were appointed for that 


purpoſe, did as they were 'commanded ; they buried 
the Doubters, and all Skulls and Bones, and pieces of 
Bones of Houbters, wherever they found them, and ſo 
they cleanſed the Plains. Now alſo Mr. Godfpeace 
wok up his Commiſſion, and acted again as in former 


Days. 


Ihus they buried in the Plains about Manſeul, the 
El:4ion-Doubters, the Vocation-Doubters, the Groct- 
Doubters, the Perſeverance- Doubters, the Reſurrection- 
Doubters, the Salvation Doubters, and the Glory- 
Daubters, whoſe Captains were, Captain Rage, and 


cap ain Cruel, Captain Damnation, Captain Inſatia- 


lle, Captain Brimſtone, Captain Torment, Captain 
No-eaſe, Captain Sepulchre, and Captain Paſt. hope : 
Ard Old Incredulity was under Diabolus their Gene- 
tal; there were alſo the ſeven Heads of their Army, 
and they were the Lord Bee/zebub, the Lord Lucifer, 
the Lord Legion, the Lord Apolhen, the Lord Python, 
the Lord Cerberus, and the Lord Baal. But the 
Princes and the Captains, with Cd Incredulity their 
General, did all of them make their eſcape ; ſo their 
Men fell down flain by the Power of the Prince's For- 
eis, and by the Hands of the Men of the Town of 
Varſul., They alſo were buried as is before related, 
to the exceeding great joy of the now famous 'Town 


\ [of Marſaul. They that buried them, buried alſo 


with hem their Arms, which were cruel Iaſtruments 
of Death (their Weapons were Arrows, Darts, 
Mauls, Firebrands, and the like) they buried alſo 
their Armour, their Colours, Banners, with the Stand- 


that did but ſmell of a Diabolonian D:ubrer. 

Now when the Tyrant was arrived at Hel gate- Hill,
